Altogether, 
the sum that will be available, is re- 
ported by Mrs. Suess, to be #7000 towards 
the required $10,000. 

Mrs. Goodcell, Mrs. Davis and others 
told of their clubs agreeing to furnish a 
room. Chairman Kendall, of the Board 
stated to the ladies that his idea in 
asking the women of the county to get 
back to the movement was in order to 
secure the @iterest of the women in the 
orderly maintenance of and upkeep of the 
home and when the rooms were furnished 
that they should be permanently main- 
tained by the donors, It is planned that 
a plate be put on the door of each room, 
stating by whom maintained and donated. 

The Supervisors were unanimous in 
their approval of the project and assured 
the ladies of their hearty ¢co-o ation. 
Mr. Kendall advised that #he women 

the county be given a free hand 
in getting out the plans and approving 
them as it was a matter wherein the 
women should have the say as they were 
more competent to decide such matters 
than a mere man. They were advised to 
see Architect Howard E. Jones, who plan- 
ned the Detention home and advisy with 
him as to plans. 

A. G. Kendall spoke of the great interest 
throughout the county among the women 
that would be attached to the furnishing 
and mr tenance of the rooms. Mrs, Suess 
assure him that he was right and that 
that interest would take a great load o1 
the shoulders of the county fathers. 

Mrs. Suess suggested that a Women’s 
Auxiliary to the Supervisors would be 
of great assistance in acting in an ad- 
visory capacity in all matters that per- 
tain to the womans sphere. This idea 
met with the approval of the Super- 
visors and it is expected that such an 
auxiliary will soon be formed to act 
in conjunction with the County Board of

A VIGTIM OF BLAST

UPKEEP ON ROADS 


Maintenance of San Bernardino 
County’s highway system an‘t 
roads will cost $42,000 for the 
1922-1923 fiscal year, according 
to the budget estimates of High- 
way Commissioner James W. Cole 
to be presented to the Board of 
Supervisors next month. 

The highway department bud- 
get if approved by the super- 
visors will represent an increase 
of $4,000 over the funds apprepri- 
ated for the 1921-1922 fiseal year. 
The increase in funds will be 
used for resurfacing many miles

ating under heavy traffic. 

The surfacing for the concrete 
highways will be heavier than 
that laid when the roads were 
constructed, the new  specifica- 
tions calling for a screening one 
ineh thick, Mr. Cole said yester- 
day. The relaid surfacing should 
wear for eight or 10 years under 
normal traffic and weather con- 
ditions, Mr. Cole believes. 

Little resurfacing was accom- 
plished during the past year, the 
larger part of the highway de- 
partment funds being used for re- 
pairs to the roads damaged by 
flood waters of the heavy winter 
storms. 

Imperative need for resurfacing 
of the highways will necessitate 
an inerease in the annual budget 
appropriation, Mr. Cole said. The 
depreciation of the highways is 
increasing each year. 

Despite the resurfacing pro- 
gram the greater part of the $42,- 
000 requested in the highway de- 
partment budget will be used in 
patching and general repairing 
of county roads. Storm damage 
to the road system in the county} 
during the winter was the 
heaviest in many years and funds 
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intended for resurfacing were 
necessarily expended in repairing |

In fact, a couple of years ago, Up- 
land was held up as a model for the 
other towns of Southern California, 
because of the splendid gifts of mon- 
ey, which totaled many hundreds of 
dollars per year that were given free- 
ly for the relief of the people of the 
Near East. 

Many orphans were cared for with 
the funds from our community, being 
fed and clothed and taught a trade. 

The many calls that have crowded 
in, however, have turned the attention 
of our folks away from the needy 
Armenians, and this week gives the 
citizens an opportunity to share in 
the work. 

Clothing Needed for Next Winter 

There is a great need for clothing, 
shoes and blankets.Shiploads of goods 
have already gone forward, but many 
more are needed, for 250,000 orphans 
look to America for clothing and 
food. 

Bundles may be left at the Upland 
Presbyterian church at any time on 
Wednesday. All seviceable clothes 
will be welcome; Coats and Sweaters, 
Dresses, Blankets, Sheets, Shoes, 
tied in pairs, Cloth for making gar- 
ments and other heavy, warm cloth- 
ing are needed.

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NEED OF AVIATION CONTROL 


STABLISHMENT of a federal bureau 
of aeronautics as a means of regulat- 

ing is provided for in a bill now before 

Congress. This bill should be passed in 
the interest of advancement of aviation. The 
need of federal control of flying was strikingly 
illustrated in Washington several days ago, 
when a plane swooped down over a crowd 
listening to an address by President Harding, 
frightening many and making it impossible 
for all to hear what the President was saying. 
Although this fiyer had been requested not to 
make the flight, there was no authority of 
law to stop him. 

Such legislation will inspire in the public 
greater confidence in the safety of flying than 
is now had, and so will pave the way for the 
establishment of aerial transport lines. It is 
the fear of accidents that makes the public 
unwilling at present to patronize passenger- 
carrying airplanes in sufficient numbers to 
make the business profitable. But if the Govy- 
ernment takes control, lays gown regulations 
for the prevention of mishaps, and assumes 
such supervision over aerial navigation as it 
does over water transportation, civilian avia- 
tion will develop rapidly. 

It is, however, not only to protect people 
on the ground that laws are needed for the 
regulation of flying. It is in the interest of 
the flyers themselves that such legislation 
should be enacted. They and their machines 
will be safeguarded by laws calling for fed- 
eral inspection of aircraft and examination 
of pilots. Accidents will be fewer if no one is 
permitted to run an airplane unless possessed 
of a federal license, which shall be granted 
only after a test of the prospective pilot’s 
qualifications has been passed, and if no ma- 
chine is permitted to take to the air unless 
in good condition has been vouched for by a 
Government inspector—San Bernardino Sun.

Governments Should Not Take 
Place of Providence 
OMESTIC consists in 
doing well the few essential things, and 
in not doing at all the many unneces- 


statesmanship 


sary and detrimental things. 

Through the nineteenth century the United 
States flourished, primarily because govern- 
ment contented itself with doing the few 
things that government does well and in ab- 
staining from attempting those things that 
government does badly. The eolonists had es- 
caped from over-governed Europe, and had 
developed in a free environment a superlative 
degree of individual initiative and resourceful- 
ness. They successfully revolted against the 
British king’s endeavor to clamp excess of 
government upon them. 

They even erred in excess of non-govern- 
ment, until forced to set up a federal gov- 
rnment to do the necessary things. Even the 
supreme exigency of the Civil War did not 
bring about a meddling, interfering Washing- 
ton bureaucracy. It was reserved for the last 
deeade of the nineteenth entury and the first 
two decades of the twentieth, to accomplish 
that evil thing. 

A central government is necessary, A strong 
central government is a blessing. Legitimate 
extensions of federal power are not to be re- 
gretted. What is lamentable is our disposition 
to depend upon government as a sort of pro- 
vidence, instead of upon ourselves. 

No benevolent despotism, no paternal bu- 
reaucracy ever did or can succeed in doing 
for men what men cannot do for themselves. 

We have a grand example in Russia of the 
failure of government as providence,—Minne- 
apolis Journal.

TOURISTS ON OLD SANTA FE 


HE old Santa Fe trail retains still its 
distinction as a link in the ecommunica- 

tion between the Missouri Valley and 

the Southwest and the Pacific Coast. 
The wagon train of the settler, pioneer and 
fortune seekers and the great herds of the 
cattlemen -have passed, but in their places 
have come the transcontinental automobile 
tourists. 

At this season these tourists pass in long. 
steady lines and in numbers beyond the capac- 
ity of the hotels and inns along the route to 
eare for them. Thus on spots’ where once the 
cowboys rounded up their herds and settlers 
and freighters parked their wagons for pro- 
tection against Indians and bandits there are 
now being established tourist camps. 

The character of these camps may be 
judged from the one just fitted up at Hutch- 
inson, Kan., and deseribed by the News of that 
town. There are 10 acres in the camp and 
‘‘more ground is available if needed.’’ In the 
main cottage are a large assembly hall and 
numerous reading and writing rooms; there 
are kitchens in the open and ranges under 
cover, dozens of tables beneath trees for din- 
ers, many shower baths, and there are rest 
rooms in abundance. 

The grounds of all these camps are policed 
by officers from the towns and there is no 
charge for the accommodations offered. There 
is evidently a rivalry among the towns along 
the old trail in entertaining these travelers. 
A tourist comparing the camps says that the 
one at Meade, Kans., is the best, for it has 
in addition to other conveniences ‘‘a fine 
swimming pool, shower baths, a band concert, 
a picture show, cook ovens, free wood, fine 


trees and the softest of constantly flowing well 


water.”’ 

Automobilists representing all parts of the 
country go over the route. One party des- 
cribed was an aged couple returning from 
Missouri to Oregon. They had traveled from 
Canada to Mexico in their car, and from the 
Florida coast to the Pacific, then through New 
Zealand and Australia, and now they are 
going over some of the road again.”’ 

Another was a Denver physician, with his 
wife and guests. He had built on an automo- 
bile chassis a house six feet wide and fourteen 
feet long. It was full equipped with modern 
conveniences, even to a bath tub, a kitchen- 
ette with a gas range and a refrigerator. In 
this house on wheels the doctor and _ his 
friends have lived more than a year and trav- 
eled over much of the Southwest and Middle 


West. - 


One tourist, to whom the News refers, had, 
in addition to a car for his family, ‘‘a truck 
loaded with hens, and two milch goats.’’ 
Another had a mule in a trailer. ‘‘T got tired 
of paying farmers to pull me out of the mud 
holes,’ he said, ‘‘now_if I get stuck I put 
Mr. Mule on in front and he pulls me out, 
then he steps back on the trailer and on 
we go,”’ 

‘‘Automobile travel inereases each season 
over the route,’’ the News says, and there are 
this. year more cars from the Eastern and 
Southern States than ever before. The old 
trail has evidently still some of its ancient 
charm and interest.

tary of the Near East Relief, 
Charles V. Vickrey 





Never, since the days of the Apos- 
tles, has the Christian Church had as 
great an opportunity in Bible Lands 
as it has today. 

A million Christians in these lands 
have, within the last five years, suf- 
fered martyrdom. 

A disportionately large number of 
the survivors are orphaned children. 
These children are potentially the fut- 
ure leaders of a new Near East. They 
have become the wards of Christian 
America. 

Physically, their lives have been 
saved by relief workers sent from 
America. 

Literally, their future and, through 
them, the future of Christian faith 
in Bible Lands, is largely in our 
hands. 

If we fail, they die or disappear, 
and the light of the Christian faith 
again fades from the cradle of our 
world-wide Christianity. 

At present the American churches 
are following literally in the steps of 
our Master and the early Apostles. 

Bginnitg at Jerusalem—one of our 
best orphanages is just outside the 
Joppa gate, certainly not very far 
from the spot where Jesus himself 
called the little children unto kim, 
placed his hands upon their heads 
and blesesd them saying, “Suffer the 
little children to come unto Me and 
forbid them not,. for such is the 
Kingdom of Heaven.” 

At Sidon and throughout Syria we 
have. approximately 7,000 orphaned 
children—not so very many miles 
from the spot where Jesus fed the 
5,000 from the five barley loaves and 
the two small fishes. It is our privi- 
lefe today, in His name, to feed in 
these same Bible Lands, not 5,000 
men and women, but 7,000 little child- 
ren, most of them would perish if 
we failed them. 

In Tarsus—the birthplace of the 
Apostle Paul—we are today caring 
for orphaned boys. Who knows what 
successors to the great Apostle may 
to-day be numbered among the boys 
on our orphanage playground in Tar- 
sus? 

In Cilicia, Phrygia, Galatia, Cappa- 
docia, as well as in Smyrna and 
among the descendants and success- 
ors of the seven Churches of Asia, 
our American relief workers to-day 
are literally walking in the footsteps 
of Paul, Barnabas and the early Apos- 
tles, who went through the same re- 
gions, “ministering to the necessities 
of the Saints and carrying relief to 
the Brethren.” 

Will the American churches con- 
tinue in this glorious apostolic suc- 
cession? 

In the middle ages, during the ecru- 
sades, untold thousands of lives were 
sacrificed in a militant attempt to 
possess the physical tomb of Christ. 
Druing all the intervening centuries 
this area has been a slaughterhouse 
and a hotbed of religious hatred and 
international strife. Untold millions 
of lives have been sacrificed, untold 
billions of treasures wasted, and, 
more serious, world discord and hat- 
red spread abroad, because at this 
crossroad of the world, the various 


nations and races of men have not 
learned to love and respect one an- R 
other. 


In the lives of these tens of thous- 
ands of orphaned children of the 
Near East, the Christian Church to- 
day has the opportunity of centuries. 

If we can save these orphaned chil- 
dren from physical death and send 
them forth from our orphanage with 
right ideals, of forgiveness to their 
enemies, and self-sacrificing service, 
they will become the future leaders 
to teach and leaven the races and na- 
tions of the Near Hast. 

In the centuries to come it may be 
said that as certain great events 
changed the history of the Near East 
during the Tenth, Eleventh and 
Twelfth Centuries, so, immediately 
foNowing the great world war of 
1914-18, a new era began in the Near 
East—an unprecedented number of 
orphans of the Christian subject races 
was left in the wake of this war— 
that these orphans were saved and 
gathered into institutions through 
American philanthropy, and by a 
quiet, friendly, loving, altruistic, edu- 
cational program, their lives were so 
influenced that about the middle of 
the Twentieth Century, these orph- 
ans, having come to places of leader- 
ship in business, industry, the profes- 
sions and government, they gradually 
but surely influenced, re-molded and 
re-established the social and political 
standards, introducing from that time 
forward a new era of love and mu- 
tual self-respect among the races and 
nations, which made war and _ sstrife
